THE HEARST MOVEMENT. 
The idea of Hearstism may be gathered from the 
developments of the Hearst campaign in New York. 
Its most conspicuous characteristic is unscrupulous- 








‘ness of methods. 


Taking as a text the abuses of corporations and 
the corruptions which have crept into polities and 
the Government through lawless greed for wealth 
and power on the part of special interests, the ex- 
istence of which everybody admits, Mr. Hearst 
makes it the basis of an indiscriminate campaign 
against corporations and wealth and against all those 
who do not accept his sweeping denunciations and 
unbounded promises as the sole program of reform. 
The appeal is to the discontented against all which 
excites their discontent and envy, regardless of prin- 
ciple or of the proper function and powers of gov- 
ernment. The appeal is to the unsuccessful, with the 
promise that the conditions of success shall be con- 
ferred upon them regardless of right or reason or of 
the cireumstances which limit any arbitrary attempt 
to change social or industrial laws. 

The strength of the Hearst movement iies in the 
great body of truth concerning public evils and busi- 
ness abuses which he uses as campaign material. Its 
weakness lies in the unserupulous use which he 
makes of this material. His assumption that he alone 
represents the true spirit of and that 
who oppose him and his methods are enemies of the 
people is valid only for a spurt—it will not bear 


reform ali 


analysis. His assumption that his own objects are so | 


good and his motives so pure that he eax use any 
means to gain his ends, including alliances with men 
who represent some of the grossest evils which he 
denounces and whose alliance niust always be paid 
for at a heavy sacrifice of principle and popular in- 
terests, may fool a Jarge number of the people for 
a little while, but not for long—the exposure of the 
bargain with evil is inevitable. A campaign of ha- 
tred and abuse destroys itself in the long run and 
invariably leads to popular reaction and disgust. 

All the power of the Hearst movement lies in its 
protest against admitted wrongs. It fails lamentably 
in reasonable, constructive reform, and. any test of 
it as a practical working program is fatal to its 
claims. 

In order to be successful in any large and perma- 
nent sense, the Hearst will have to dis- 
prove Mr. Lincoln’s conclusion that “you cannot fool 
all the people all the time.” It differs from any of 
the Bryan campaigns in that while it includes more 
or the vagaries which have marred Mr. 
Bryan’s leadership, it utterly without the con- 
science and sincerity which mark Mr. Bryan’s work.

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A CASE IN POINT. 

According to the estimates of the Railway Age, 
the railroad growth of Texas this year will reach 
670 miles of new track and give the State a per- 
manent lead with the largest mileage of main track 
lines in the Union. 

The State’s mileage in 1900 was 9886 miles. It 
had increased to 11,848 miles in time for the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission's report for 1904. 
According to the estimate of the Railway Age, the 
total at the end of the present year will reach 12,- 
606 miles. 

jreat as this increase is, it is not equal to the 
increase of the State in some other lines of prog- 
ress. The census of 1880 reports its total manu- 
facturing output at $2,719,000, as against the $150,-

These figures and the increase of the State’s pop- 
ulation from 1,591,000 in 1880 to 3,650,000 in 1906 
suggest in a general way what is going on in the 
Southwest as a field for the expansion of St. Louis 
energies.

CHEAPER LIQUID AIR. 

Liquid air, first regarded by the public as a jo’:r, 
then as a magnificenf possibility, is attracting re- 
newed attention because of English experiments 
which promise to reduce the price of the product to 
less than one-sixth of the present figure. Liquid air 
has been made commercially for several years, but 
because of the cost and the complicated method of 
manufacture it has not been used widely. In some 
of the Welsh coal mines it has figured as an explo- 
sive, especially in places where on account of the 
damp all forms of gunpowder are ineffective. By 


the new method of making it in England, after ‘the 
process invented by a Dane, an ultimate price of 3 
cents a gallon is promised. This would make it a 
commercial practicability in many lines.

MOTOR PLOWING IN WEST INDIES. 


The following extract from the latest issue of the 
West India Committee Circular, referring to the 
benefits derived from the adoption of motor plow- 
ing in two such dissimilar islands as Trinidad and 
Antigua, may prove of interest to our manufac- 
turers: 

“On the Caroni estate in Trinidad a considerable 
area of canes grown on land plowed by motors has 
been cut this year, and the average yield of plant 
canes per acre has been 34 tons ,as compared with 23 
tons from land cultivated under the old system The 
total cust of cultivation of the motor-plowed lands, 
after allowing for wages and expenses, and: for 10 
per cent depreciation on the cost of the plows, 
proved to be less than under the old methods, so that 
the result is an increase of 50 per cent in the yield 
of canes per acre, without any increase in expendi- 
ture. In Antigua motor plows are now at work on 
two new central factory estates. On one they are 
plowing a piece of land which would otherwise be 
practically untillable in its present condition with 
either ox plows or manual labor, and they are not 
only plowing the land, but pulverizing it very 
satisfactorily. ©@n the other they are also doing 
excellent work on land which hitherto defied the old- 
fashioned methods of tillage.” m 


NEW DIVING MACHINE. 

Consul J. J. Brittain of Kehl reports that Joseph 
Restucci, a mechanical engineer of the Royal Italian 
Marine, has recently invented a new diving machine, 
which has proved a success in experimental tests 
made with it in deep-sea diving. 

The machine is constructed of iron and

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WORK FOR GREEK GIRLS. 

The Greek girls go to the Royal School of Needle- 
work and Laces at Athens, Corinth, Ithaca and other 
towns of Greece, Thessaly and Crete. After the war 
between Greece and Turkey about eight years ago 
Athens was filled with destitute Thessalian refugees. 
The women scarcely without exception knew how to 
weave on hand looms, since the country people of 
treece largely make their own clothes. Lady Eger- 
ton, wife of the British minister, successfully under- 
took to set them at work. And their cottons found 
ready sale in England. This practical minded and 
benevolent lady next noticed the embroidery on the 
peasants’ skirts and sleeves and was convinced that 
they were talented in embroidery. Thus were founded 
the schools of needlework. The building for the 
Athens school was donated by the King, a constant 
benefactor of the enterprise. The ground was given 
by an Athenian woman. Princess Helene is the 
patroness and devotes several mornings a week to 
personal supervision. Greek embroidery distinctively 
is superior in quality and design and derives its pat- 
terns from the mural decorations of ancient palaces, 
as well as from history, showing Byzantine, Venetian 
and Turkish influences. 


ENERGY OF LIGHTNING FLASH. 

A flash of lightning one kilometer long and lasting 
one-thousandth of a second represents energy, calcu- 
lated -by Otto Nairz to be worth $700 at the price for 
electric lighting in Berlin. This energy corresponds 
to the industrial production of electricity in all. Ger- 
many during 40 seconds, or to that of Berlin during 
two and one-quarter minutes, gnd it would operate 
the Berlin elevated and subway an hour and a half 
at its busiest time, or run an express Car at 1235 
miles an hour for the three hours’ trip from Berlin 
to Frankfort, or light a 32-candle power lamp for 
eight years. Yet this is only an average flash, of 
whith as many as 1000 have been counted In a single 
thunder storm. 


TO PREVENT WRECKS AT SEA. 

A German scientist has invented an automatic 
mechanism for preventing collisions at sea, based 
upon the use of Hertzean waves. Miniature wireless 
telegraphy plants are to be installed on vessels, ef- 
fective within a thousand yards radius. Two vessels 
fitted with*this apparatus approaching each other in 
a fog and with the mechanism set would at 1000 yards 
give mutual and automatic warning by acting upon 
each other's signal, which would, in its turn, auto- 
matically stop the engines,

CRITICISM. 


It is related of Bernard Shaw that after the first 
production of one of his plays he appeared before 
the audience and asked them what they thought 
of it. 

“Rotten!” cried a man In the pit. 

“I quite agree with you, my friend,” said Shaw. 
Then he waved his hand toward the audience and 
asked: “But what are we two against so many?” 

It was a deserved rebuke. Time alone could tell 
whether the play were good or bad. The man in the 
pit could not. Real criticism is not so hair-triggered. 
The man who said the play was bad simply did not 
like it, which throws no light upon the quality of the 
play. Remember this and when you are criticising 
something you do not like, confine your criticism to 
saying you do not like it. 

You are only a. molecule in the great 
things and the critical faculty is not reposed in your 
small self to any great extent. You think it is, but 
if you could get it out and put it under a microscope, 
you would discover it to be prejudice. Once in a 
while there is one whose ripe experience, good taste, 
judgment, knowledge and fairness qualifies him to 
be a critic in art, in music, in literature or in some 
other special fleld: but the chance that you are such 
a one is about the same chance that subsequent pro- 
ceedings would interest us if the schedule’ upon 
which the heavenly planets move were turned over 
to the train dispatcher of some western railroad. 

You probably don’t believe this, but the truth is 
persistent, and it will crawl around over your con- 
ceited cocoanut until a day opens the seams a 
little and permits it to percolate through and find 
lodgme nt between your wunnearing ears. Forty- three 
years ago a man got up on an Ame rican platform 
before an intelligent audience, surrounded by schol- 
ars, and made a short speech. He was a great man, 
and the expectations of him were great. When he 
closed and sat.down a murmur of disappointment in 
the brevity and context of. his speech ran through 
the audience, Persons on the platform whispered 
their disappointment. Everybody was disappointed.

Lack of funds is driving the Czar’s 
responsible advisers desperate, Without 
fresh supplies most of the reforms must

The population in several provinces 
are literally starving, setting aside all 
help from agricultural districts. The 
president of the Samara District Board 
affirms such hardships.

Some peasants ave abandoned their 
children and quitted their villages.

The utter Gesol)ation, the heart-rend- 
ing woes, death and destruction seemed 
unworthy of the sympathy of the ai- 
ministration. The telezsram was a 
moral shock to the men and women of 
Valparaiso to be compared only to the 
physical shock which destroyed their 








homes und laid waste their city. 

Those who have witnessed the distress 
can understand what it means to those 
who suffered from it. With the first 
shock came a roar of unearthly noises; 
fathers called for their children, yells 
of despair from anxious mothers filled 
the air, every one tried to save him or 
herself and some dear one besides. Men 
and women rushed through the dark, 
smoky streets amidst tumbling walis. 
i'The house of an American physician, 
l which remained habitable. was trans- 
formed into a hospital and a haven for 
the uninjured, Mattresses were spread 
in every room and hall, and amidst 
these accommodations many tried to 
sleep. But who could sleep with the 
prospect of walls falling at any mo- 
ment? The shock continued unceasing!ly 
through the night. Some were slighter 
than the others, but they were shocks 
all the same. 


Night Glimpse of Disaster. 





| Another source of-fear which made it 


impossible to pass the night peacefully, 
were the many fires. Around the physi- 
cian's house were 13 fires. All doors and 
windows had to be closed to keen out 
the smoke. Now and then the extent of 
the disaster could be seen when the 
men-of-war flashed their searchlights 
over the citv and exposed the burning 
fand shattered houses to view. 

While the first shock lasted, houses 
seemed to move, furniture was turned 
itopsy turvy, chandeliers crashed down 
‘and there was a,.general din of smash- 
‘ing china, breaking of glass panes, 
iscreams of women and children made 
lmore weird by bluish flashes arising 
'from contacts of live wires of traction 
and lighting companies. 

Men and women running from their 
{homes were thrown down by the rock- 
ing earth, which heaved under their 
feet. Although the shock, according to 
the Gubernacion Maritima experts, last- 
ed a little over six minutes, it seemed 
eternity. When this shake was over, 
weaker ones came, But even these 
were strong enough to frighten the most 
courageous men. These shocks came at 
intervals of five minutes and sometime; 
oftener. Now and then a “hard” 
earthquake would make those seeking 
sleep jump to their feet, ready to run. 

When the night, which seemed end- 
less, passed and the dawn of day ar- 
rived all hearts were eased. The dark- 
ness had added to the horrors and 
when light came over the _— stricken 
city its horrified inhabitants felt more 
safe, feeling that they could see their 
way when running for safety. 


Dismay at Wreckage. 


With the arrival of Gay, however, 
heart-rending scenes were disc osed to 
view. Beautiful homes were literally 
tumbled, the Victoria Theater wag 
razed to the ground, the Police Court 
was a mass of mortar and bricks and 
the entire row of pilatial municipal 
and Government buildings was wrecked.

In learning football always remember 
that there is a reason for every single 
thing that is properly done on the foot- 
ball field.

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FVANGILIZATION IS THE NEGRO'S ONLY HOPE 
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Former St. Louis Preacher Dis- 
cusses Question in Light of 
Atlanta Riots. 


ATLANTA, Ga., Oct. 13. 

TY R. JAMES W. LEE, pastor of 
iV Trinity M. E. Church (South), and 

until his assignment to this city, 
pastor of fashionable St, John’s Church 
in St. Louis, contributes to the Constitu- 
tion an interesting disquisition on the 
race problem in the light of the recent 
riots in this city. In support of his the- 
ory that evangelization for both blacks 
and whites is the key to the. problem, 
he writes: 

“It 's nearly three hundred years Since 
the makers of our American civilization 
began to deal with the black man on 
these shores. It was by no private ini- 
tlative on the part of the negro that 
he left the wilds of Africa to breathe 
and to be in the new world. He was 
not consulted as to whether he would 
come to this American wilderness or 
not. 

‘He was stolen from his native for- 
ests and brought here by the slave 
dealer and left on the bleak New En- 
giand coast. He was treated as s0 
many goods and chattels by those de- 
termined to get on in the world by the 
use of, what Shaw calls, ‘their moral 
inefficiencies.’ 

“The Northern Climate was too cold 
for the denizens of a tropical region. 
Slave labor in a land of snow and sleet 
did not pay. Having secured the profit 
arising from stealing the poor son of 
Ham out of elavery in Africa and sell- 
ine him into slavery in America, his 
New England owner soon saw that in- 
terest on the money he could get by 
disposing of him altogether was worth 


.more than his labor. 


‘In the course of events the insti- 


tution of slavery passed entirely from 
the Northern to the Southern states. 
“That slavery was wrong is now 
generally admitted. Every wrong 
entails a problem that either the per- 
son who commits it or some one else 
~ ri him has to settle. The Southern 
le are now face to face with the 
pro lem which has gradually made 
ts way down to us as the result of a 
wrong began by the slave traders 300 
years ago. 
The Leason of the Past. 


“The question is, how are we to 
Solve it? The answer is that we are 
to solve the negro problem, after his 


freedom, just as we solved it during 
his bondage; that is, by doing our 
best to make a law-abiding, God- 
fearing Christian of him. He came to 
us at the first from Africa as a wild, 
untutored barbarian. 

“By the use of kindness, by the 
preaching of the gospel, by the ap- 
plication of humane discipline, he was 
transformed into a useful laborer in 
the fields, to become a helpful mani- 

ulator of iron in the shops, and to 
cS a devout worshiper of God in the 
churches. 

“Surely, {f our fathers were able to 
lift him from the level of a savage to 
that of an English-speaking, God- 
loving, law-abiding man by taking 
hold ef his religious nature through 
the power of the gospel, we, their 
children in the South, should be able, 
by the application of the same gospel, 
to keep him law-abiding and God- 
fearing. 

“The gospel of love, brought to the 
world by Jesus Christ and made 
dynamic by the sacrifice He made of 
himself for the whole human race, 
has not lost any of its power. What 
it did under the preaching of men 
like William Capers, bishop in the 
Methodist coke Ne Church, South, 
long time missionary to the slaves in 
South Carolina, in keeping the ne- 
groes loyal to the right, loving to- 
ward all men, simple, tender-hearted 
and good, it can do now, if declared 
to them in the same consecrated fash- 


ion. 

Ms ibet J annual conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, in 
the slave-holding states, -sent out 
year ©y year preachers to the slaves. 
At all our great camp meeting gath- 
erings the negroes_were not neglect- 
ed: they had their hour, or else 
seats were always provided for them, 
giving them the same opportunity to 
hear the gospel as that eajoyed by 
the white people. 

“On the plantation where I was 
brought up it was the custom on cir- 
eee

attend church as regularly as for the 
white people. They look the communion 
after the white people were served at 
the same altar, administered by the 
same minister. So deeply did our fath- 
ers realize the obligations resting upon 
them to look after the religious welfare 
of the colored people, that in truth the 
blacks were dominated and controlled 
by the same precious scriptural truth 
felt and acted on by the whites. 

“T have often known some pious serT- 
vant on the plantation coming in ww re- 
port an item of work after supper to be 
called on by my father to lead in fam- 
ily prayers before leaving the room. 
When my father went away to the army 
the negroes were 
ful to my mother as if she were 
alone with a number of helpless chil 
dren in their midst. We retired at night 
without the slightest sense of fear. 
never once entered the thought of the 
women and children left alone during 
the war onthe nlantations that anv 
harm could come to one of them from 
the servants \ their cabins. And this 
confidence was not disappointed. I 
never heard of a negro before the w 
offering even an insult to those over 
him. 

“This condition of mutual good will 
and confidence can only be accounted 
for on the grounds of the Christian Tre- 
ligion cherished in the hearts and prac- 
ticed in the lives of both whites 
blacks alike 

“Tr is well known by all who have 
lived with him that the negro has vast 
stores of religious raw material lying 
in the depths of his nature. The truth 
is réligion is the most important asset 
of his life. 

The Black's Religious Deeps. 

“There are deposits here which 
back over thousands of years, covering 
much of his lonely, fear-beset life in 
the midst of the deep, dark, lion-and-

this side of himself he is to find 


power and his mission in the world. 
as little understands himself here as 
others understand him. But ali who 
have seen the negroes in 


element as the deepest and most im- 
poriant in their nature. It is mysterious 
and impenetrable and beyond analysis, 
but its weird presence no one can douvt 

“Great congregations come under 
spell, 
mass as if clasped together by an un- 
seen power. 

“The music through which they seek to 
give expression to their religious feel- 
ings is the most wonderful ever heard.

“Rev. Henry M., Field’ telepho.ed 
me one morning in Atlanta to meet him 
at the hotel and accompany him to 
Speliman Seminary. There were 900 stu- 
dents in the institution at the time. An- 
nouncing ourselves, the principal 
brought the whole school into the chap- 
el. Dr, Field wanted to hear them sing. 
They began with ‘regulation Sunday 
school songs, and Dr. Field was not 
much impressed, 
well as others. I asked the principal to 
have them give up some regular negro 
music, 


Some Inspiring Singing. 

“They did not like this, for it has been 
the effort of the educated negroes to 
get as far from what is native and 
peculiar to thémselves as possible, But 
some one in the audience moaned or 
intoned all along a line of swing low 
sweet chariot.’ She was joined by an- 
other, then they fell in by fours anda 
eights, until the whole 800 were giving 


us the most weird and affecting music 
to which one ever listened. 

“I looked up the road and what did 
I see a-coming for to carry me home; 
a band of angels a-coming after me, 
soming to carry me home; swing low, 
yweet chariot, coming for .o carry me 
home,’ 

“The great organist at Lucerne, 
Switzerland, never had more success in 
seemingly pulling down out of the 
clouds, througi: his instrument, rea! 
storms with thunder and lightning and 
hail and wind and rain than these 
singers, with their voices, had in seem- 
ing to fill the air with real chaftiots— 
swinging low, down from the sky, and 
with real bands of angels coming down 
every road leading to the chapel. 

“The effect on the distinguished trav- 
eler and editor, Dr. Field, was remark- 
able. The fountains of the great deep 
of his emotions were broken up,’ and 
he was weeping like a child. In a short 
addregs after the service of song, he 
told the students that they made a 
great mistake in seeking, through vain 
and Shallow imitation of the white folks, 
to get themselves educated away from 
the real sources of power which  be- 
longed to them as a race. 

“Through the explorations of Living- 
stone and Stanley a map of the vast 
objective continent of Africa has been 
made approximately correct. Its rivers, 
lakes, mountains and plains have been 
7 surveyed and named. Now a 
ivingstone is needed to explore and give 

to the world a map of the immense sub- 
jective continent of religious and emo- 
tional Africa. In this interior, and as 
yet untraveled, unknown to himself, the 
negro is to find the wealth and glory of 
his nature, and the reason of his ex- 
istence in the world. 
The Constitution inquires as to the 
whereabouts of our Christianity and our 
consistency In crossing seas for converts 
to the religion of Christ, and to the 
morals of Christ, if it be the right thing 
to ignore the spiritual welfare of 11,000,- 
00 individuals in the embrvo state of 
Christianity waiting our efforts right 
here at home? I cannot speak for oth- 
ers, but as the thing looks to me, there 
is neither Christianity nor consistency 
in arch action. 

“All of our churches are doing some- 
thing toward the support of schools and 
colleges for the education of eco'ored 
teachers and preachers, But the direct 
and sympathetic and patient and con- 
stant effort practiced by our fathers to 
reach and influence the masses of the 
colored population by the gospel of 
Jesus Christ is not made by us of the 
present day.

ARMINGTON, Mo., Oct. 13.—Gov. Folk favors Federal supervision and 
absolute control by the Federal Government of railroads, and suggests 
the appointment of a Comptroller, such aa regulates United States 

currency, He made this known in a political speech before a large crowd of 
St. Francois County voters today. He suggests giving the proposed Comp- 
troller plenary power to correct abuses and to suspend directors or officials 
violating the law. 


“A city or town is a business cor- 
poration, and all the municipa:ities of 
the State should have the power to pur- 
chase, own ard operate any pubiie wtil- 
ity whenever they see fit to do so,” said 
the Governor. 

“Whether municipal ownership is 
wise or not depends upon conditions in 
exon particular case. In some instances 
it is manifestly the proper thing. In 
others, owing to different circumstances, 
it might be unwise. 

“The need of more strict laws In the 
State and nation for control of public 
service corporations is manifest. If

power to suspend directors or officials 
of. interstate railroads violating the 
law, ta appoint receivers to take charge 
of the road until its operators could fur- 
nish sufficiént guarantee of more re- 
sponsible management, the result should 
be to remedy evils now existing in rail- 
road affairs. 


' Supervision Like Banks. 


‘In other words, give the comp- 
troller of railroads the power over 


railroads that the Federal Govern- 
ment now exercises, through the 
Comptroller of the Currency, over na- 
‘tional banks. The Federal Govern- 
ment can require a license from in- 
terstate railroads, subject to revoca- 
tion by the comptroler. What is 
needed is plenary power in some of- 
ficial to cerrect abuses in railroad 
matters, as in the case of banks. In 
the Federal Government as in the 
State Government, it is a great deal 
easier to enact laws than it is to en- 
force them, and the need, more than 
anything. else, is for more enforce- 
ment of law and more power to en- 
force thé law.” 

This speech was the first attempt 
to explain in detail his views of the 
proper solution of the railroad prob- 
lem. He stated while in New York 
that he did not favor ownership by 
State and Federal Governments, as 
advocated by William J. Bryan in his 
New York speech. 

The remainder of the Governor's 
address dealt with the history of 
beodling in Missouri, good roads, the 
tariff, the closing of saloons on Sun- 
day, and a recount of the measures 
passed by the last Legislature.

The heads of the congress 
believe that through the ownership of 
between 700 and 800 elevators, all filled 
to overflowing with grain, the farmers 
are now in position to push up the 
price at least five cents, perhaps mors, 
The wheat growers have been watclh- 
ing the efforts of the cotton growers 
to raise the price by § withhold- 
ing the product of their fields from 
the market, and noting its measure of 
success, believe they are in almost as 
good a position. The wlieat growers are 
notas closely allied with the assocta- 
tions as the cotton men and the elevat- 
ors owned by the unions do not as 
completely control the market as does 
the cotton contro/led by the association, 
but they figure that when an advance 
of five cents is demanded for the grain 
controlled, many small growers, enough 
to give the union the whip hand, will 
join in the effort for more )rofit, thus 
giving them contra] of the supply, and 
the demand for flour and grain will do 
the rest. 
Wide Territory Inicrested. 


James Butler, acting sevretary of the 
congress, has already received assur- 
ances that large delegations will at- 
tend the congress from Kansas, lowa, 
Oklahoma, Nebraska, Texas, Arkansas, 
Minnesota, Georgia and Alabamag@ He 
says: 

‘In the grain growing states, judg- 
ing from the papers and letters received, 
there is a strong sentiment that the 
farmers’ elevator pevple should meet 
and fix a reasonable price on wheat and 
They consider the price 
of wheat entirely too low compared with 
the price of other commodities, 

“Yes, T am confident that if the 700 or 
90 farmers’ elevators {in the wheat belt 
will take definite action demanding five 
cents per bushel increase over present 
prices they will get it. Of course 800 
elevators could not control the market, 
bet tne fact that that many elevators 
had taken action would induce. farmers

The sentiment is 
growing in the labor centers among 1a- 
bor union people to buy direct union 
labeled goods from the farmer and the 
same sentiment is growing rapidly 
among farmers to buy union labeled 
goods when making their purchases.

Raising cabbage on a large scale is a 
new industry in Iowa. In 1904 the rec- 
ords of the Great Western road show 
that only nine cars of cabbage were 
| @hipped over that line from Bristow. It 
was more in the nature of an experi- 
ment that the farmers took it up. In 
19% there were 36-Cars shipped out and 
this year’s crop from the 950 acres 1s 
~ spams to gequire 500 cars to market 
t 


Cabbage is now planted in much the 
saine manner as corn, a cabbage plant- 
ing machine being one of th new 
_ things In agricultural implements. With 
this machine a man can plant five acres 
per day. The plants are placed the 
same width apart as corn and culti- 
vated with a oultiyator. When the 
crop is laid by it Is done with a hoe, 
One man can hoe an acre a day by 

hand. 

According to those who have had ex- 
_ perience in the raising of cabbage after 
| this method of cultivation, with a good 
_ geason like the one of this year, there 
| should be. 80 per cent profit In the busi- 
ness. The product is easily disposed of, 
| fn fact buyers from all of the principal 
markets have visited Bristow and all of 
| the crop has been contracted for, With 
the addition of storage a much larger 

profit could be assured as one grower 
was offered $50 for a ton of good sound 
heads last March.

dozen years of his life were spent as 
one of the reckless rangers tha’tt made 
up Carson’s famous band, which 
trapped game, chased and killed _ In- 
dians and fought the redskins wher- 
ever they halted. 

Then the Mexican War broke out. 
Young Wiggins entered the Govern- 
ment service as a scout and went to 
the front. There he fought the Mex- 
icans with the same persistency, 
stubbornness and success as he had 
the Indians. 

It was at the close of the Mexican 
conflict that he came to Denver, 
bringing his family with him. 
came a guide and scout in Colorado 
until the civil strife began. He went 
into this struggle early and bore arms 
bravely for the Union. 

After this war he returned to Den- 
ver. Civilization had already set in 
there and the strenuous life of the 
man began to wune. He took to 
quieter and more peaceful pursuits.

PLAYS FINE FOOTBALL 
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Cochem’s Heavy Eleven Smothers St. Charles Cadets at Handlan’s 
Park by a Score of 37 to 0, All Gathered 
in First Half. 


St. Louis ‘University made an impres- 
sive local debut in the football world 
Saturday afternoon, when the blue «nd 
white team defeated the St. Charles 
Military Academy eleven, 23 to 0. The 
game was a much better . contested 
struggle than the score would indicate, 
and was sufficient to impress the 500 or 
more enthusiasts who attended that St. 
Louis U. is to have a banner team this 


year. 
The Academy boys, outwelghed 15 
pounds. to the man, put up a stubborn 
and sometimes even brilliant defense, 
Onee the cadets held St. Louis on their 
own three-yard line for two downs, It 
was a grand exhibition of sheer grit. 

Coachems’ charges displayed a clever, 
diversified system of offense. _ Forward 
passes, quarterback and dribbling kicks, 
delayed passes and back formations 
were all tried and the team ran up and 
down the scale of plays: with a tech- 
nique that spoke well for their instruc- 
tion. 

The Wisconsin man’s defense 
unique. Of course the five line men 
and the two'ends were on the line of 
scrimmage, and the right halfback, ag 
is usual, was a few yards behind his 
tackle. But the left half, instead of 
playing his side in a similar manner, 
stands directly behind the center, backs 
up the line, and the quarterback is ten 
yards or more behind him, while the 
fullback, 30 yards back, covers the open 
field. It is a defense that practically 
makes it impossible .for the opposing 
team to successfully pull off any short 
kicks or open passes, but at the same 
time it materially weakens the left 
wing. There was not much,chance in 
Saturday’s game to determine its good 
or bad points, and it will be interesting 
in the future to watch how it meets this 
year’s requireménts.

St. Louis U. won the toss and the 
game opened with them defending the 
north goal with the wind to their backs. 
Markham of St. Charles, kicked off 40 
yards to Schneider, who galloped 20 
yards ‘before being downed by Givens. 
St. Louis U. fumbled on their third 
down and it was St. Charles’ ball on the 
Varsity 40-yard line. J. Graham, by a 
clever quarterback run around left end,

MAY CUT OFF CHESTER. 
Southern Railway Threatens to 
Tear Up Its Track, 

Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

NASHVILLE, JL, Oct. 13.—There is 
anxiety in Chester over the threat ofr 
the lllinois Southern Railroad to with- 
draw its trains from that city. 

The commissioners of the Southern 
Illinois Penitentiary at that point re- 
quire the Illinois Southern Railway to 
perminit another road to lay its tracks 
across the [Illinois Southern’s, which the 
latter has refused. The Commissioners 
then instituted proceedings to have the 
Iltinois Southern ejected from the Pris- 
on grounds, which was decided in their 
favor by Judge Burrcughs of the Cir- 
cuit Court. Following this decision, the 
lliinois Southern has cut off one train 
from Chester and threatenes to take 
off the other passenger train now run- 
ning into that city, alleging that with- 
out the Prison business it would not 
pay it to run to Chester. 

The ejectment order is to go into ef- 
fect shortly and when it does the rail- 
road is quoted as saying that it will 
tear up its tracks between Milsouri 
Junction and Chester and run its trains 
into Missour! from the former point, 
ceasing to do business at Chester en- 
tircly.

STOCK DEALS ACTIVE 





St. Louis’ Favorable Location 
on Two Transcontinental 
Railroad Lines. 


About the only change in the finan- 
cial situation during the last week is 
the slow movement of money for 
marketing the cotton crop.

legislation at the coming session of 
Congress,

Louis Stock Exchange the 
week the trading has been better 
than at any similar period in the his- 
tory of the organization. There has 
been active trading in mercantile stocks 
&S Well as in the shares of various big 
local banks and trust companies. The 
Securities of the United Railways Co. 
have. been the features in most of the 
traction trading. but‘ there has been 
activity and betterment in the prices 
secured on the exchange for the bonds 
ani stocks of the Ilinois interurban 
tractions dealt in by St. Louis houses. 

There has been limited transactions in 
the bonds of St. Louis Terminal Rail- 
road properties, indicating that the St. 
Louis Terminal Railroad Association, 
which is making arrangements to float 
$6,000,000 on a short-time mortgage, 1S 
alive to the necéssity for improvement 
of its tacilities. A significant statement 
Was made by the St. Louis banks a 
few days ago to the effect that a very 
large amount of money is held in the 
plans for terminal improvement. This 
relers to the real estate investments 
that have been made during the sum- 
mier in properly in the north endl of 
the city, where there is competition 
among the railroads for ground for the 
erection of freighthouses and for tracks 
tS connect with them. The settlement 
of the location of the proposed munici- 
pal bridge will release the gre&ter por- 
tion or the money thus tied up, although 
it is deemed certain that private in- 
terests will erect another bridge over 
tha river at St. Louis, as the municipal 
bridge cannot be made to serve all pur- 
poses demanded.

Ban on Independent Teamsters. 
How the independent teamster and 
transfer man has suffered bv the Ter- 
minal’s discrimination in favor of the 
St. Louis and Columbia Transfer com- 
panies was shown by Arman Traxel, 
proprietor of the Big Four Transfer Co. 
He said the railroads on the Bast Side 
had issued orders that freight should 
be delivered only to the St, Louis or 
Columbia Transter companies, and that 
if they took loads to East St. Louis 
they had nothing to haul back. In ad- 
dition to this the rebate of 2 cents a 
hundred pounds made by the railroads 
to the two transfer companies made it 
impossible for concerns not thus §fa- 
vored to compete in the hauling of 
g00ds to and from Kast St. Louis.

HE most remarkable prenuptial. cow 
tract perhaps ever drawn up, either in 
fact or in fiction, has been lived up to 

by all parties concerned for six months. [he 
contract has yet fourteen and one-half years 
to run before the husband and wife shall be, as 
it declares legally separated without applica- 
tion to any court of justice. But judging from 
the way in which the provisions have been 
lived up to the first half year there will not be 
a sign of a squabble to ruffle the calm matri- 
monial sea. 


O BEGIN with, this prenuptial contract, which 

has been duly filed of record in an lowa 
court, provides that the parties shall be mar- 
ried 15 years. If the union is a failure inside of 
this they must let the law take its course and ob- 
tain a divorce in the reguiar way. At the end of 
15 years, if they decide to disagree, each is to go 
his or her own way, “divorce being unnecessary,” 
If they. decide that marriage is a success, they must 
sign another contract. To live together a day after 
the expiration of the contract would, they claim, be 


- unlawful. 


But this is far from being the only unique part 

of the document. Novelists have repeatedly urged

MERICANS who cheerfully give up 
good money to convert “the heathen” 
in India, who think that this coun- 

try’s commerce is making great progress in 
the Orient or who believe the solemn dope 
about her subject empire handed out by the 
British Government, should thoughtfully pe- 
ruse the following remarkable paper. After 
a brief career as United States Consul-General 
in India, which position he resigned, the au- 
thor has returned to St. Louis with much 
information about India obtained first hand, 
reinforced by a judicial reasoning not fre- 
quently encountered in the writings of a trav- 
eler.

PPROACHING Bombay one is impressed with 
A the magnificence the modern appear- 

ance of the buildings along the quay. The 
Taj Mahal Hotel, which is the finest and only com- 
fortable hotel in all the Orient, stands out very promi- 
nently, and its mammoth dome gives one the Impres- 
sion that it is a Government building. 

Landing at the Apollo Bunder and passing through 
the Customs House, one is immediately at the mercy 
of the Hindu coolies, who swarm about you in great 
numbers, but I was fortunate enough to be met by 
the American Consul, who took me in charge and had 
quarters engaged for me at the Taj Mahal. One of 
the first necessities for the tourist is a native serv- 
ant. You, of course, do not understand Hindustani, 
know nothing of the customs of the land, and while 
your servant undoubtedly makes his commissions off 
of everything he does for you, yet he saves you 
enough to more than pay for his Wages. In traveling, 
the accommodations are very crude; one must carry 
his own bedding, and as the guards do not announce 
eating stations, one is dependent upon his servant to 
get food, make his bed and do the thousand things to 
secure comfort that one cannot do for himself. 


BOMBAY A MODERN CITY. 


Bombay impresses one as exceedingly modern; the 
Government and other buildings are very imposing 
and well built and it is perhaps the most civilized, ac- 
cording to our standards, of all the cities in India. 
The first introduction whith I had to native life was 
6t @ reception given on Malabar Hill by a wealthy 
Hindu. I was impressed by the absence of women, 
there being none beyond a few English and Parsi. 
When I asked for an explanation I was told that I 
would never see a Hindu or a Mohammedan woman 
of high caste in all India, and I found that this was 
true, 

At the reception in question a gentleman took me 
‘aut into the garden and told me that if I would watch 
® certain sereen at. one end I would shadows 
moving, Which cea ted the presence of the Hindu 
woamen, but that they were practically prisoners in the 
Zanani. The reception was very magnificent, Hindu 
Judges, Parsis, English officials in their gorgeous 
and Oriental uniforms, making a picture which 1s nor 
surpassed by any stage setting. An interesting feature 
Was the supper, which was served by a French chef, 
the menu being printed in French; champagne was 
served and ail the dishes were about such as you 
would find at any European or American home of a 
high clase. 

I left Bombay for Calcutta at 21% o'clock, or, fn our 
method of Indicating, half-past 9 in the evening. The 
ratiroads divide their day into & hours, beginning at 
midnight and numbering them consecutively up to 24. 
This is confusing to the American traveler. The dis- 
tance from Bombay to Calcutta is only 1400 miles, 
but it takes 48 hours to make the journey. There Ys 
enough that ia interesting to occupy one's attention, 
especially at the stations,. where the varied colored 
dress, or the absence of dress,.of the native populace 
and the things peeullarly Oriental, fasten the atten- 
tion. i 

Passing through the jungles one frequently sees bri)- 
Hiant paroquets and an_immense number of monkeys. 
The inonkeys, which are very large, run alongside of 
a railroad train with apparently no fear, and are 


_. myre numerous than squirrels or rabbits’ in America, 
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Tne ex.tumg nouses, provided you are not on a train 
that carries a restaurant car, are fairly satisfac- 
tory end are all in charge of the English, so that 
if you have a, good servant to look out for you, you 
suffer no discomforts for want of good fare. 

The traveling, however, is npt comfortable, as the 
carriages are badly arranged, very dirty and unless 
you buy a compartment for yourself by paying three 
fares, you are liable to be intruded upon by any com- 
mercial traveler or native who wishes to get into 
your section. They are exceedingly inconsiderate of 
your comfort, throwing their baggage in at random 
and apparently trying to discommode you. 

One gentleman whom I met In Calcutta told me that 
while traveling from Delhi to Bombay a native got 
into his compartment, clad in nothing but an old coat 
and his “‘dotycloth,’’ but with 19 pieces of baggage. 
He endured washbolilers, baskets and so on without a 
murmur, but when finally a moth-eaten pariah dog

FIRST-CLASS TRAVEL LIMITED. 


There are three classes of compartments—first, sec- 
ond and third—and as the population of India is 300,- 
000,000, 150,000 of whom only are white, and half of 
these are in the army, it can readily be seen that the 
demand for first-class travel is limited; therefore, it 
does not pay for railroads to provide comfortable ac- 
commodations, and the traveler in India who expects 
comfort will be sorely disappointed. The third-class 
travel is immense and, outside of freight traffic, is 
the great money earner for the railrouds. 

It seems an incongruous thing for millions of natives 
making pilgrimages demanded by their religion, who 
always travel in these third-class carriages, crowded 
in like cattle in an American stock car, conveyed by 
the modern steam engine on their pilgrimages, which 
have been a part of their religion for the last three 
or four thousand years. The roadbeds of the Indian 
railroads are very good. The British Government 
early recognized that the large centers of India 
would have to be connected by good railroad com- 
munication for use in transporting troops in case of 
war and supplies in case of famine. Little, however 
can be said in praise of the rolling stock. 

Calcutta, the seat of the Government of India, 
a city of a million and a quarter of inhabitants, of 
whom less than eight thousand are white. Of this 
number fifteen to eighteen hundred are troops. The 
American Consul-General advertised requesting all 
Americans in Bengal to register at the Consulate, 
leaving their names, addresses, occupations and any 
other data which they saw proper. To this request 
there were but three replies. It is, however, believed 
that there are about fifty or sixty Americans in Cal- 
cutta or vicinity. Of course, there are always 4 
greater or less number of American tourists and sail- 
org who are passing through, although there is rare- 
ly a boat flying the American flag which puts in at 
the Calcutta port. I believe there has only been 
one in the last two years. 


MANNER OF THE NATIVE OATH. 


The elty is situated on the banks of the Hoogli, a 
river which is one of the deltas of the Holy Ganges, 
8) miles from the Bay of Bengal. The river is a 
branch of the Ganges and is so regarded by the na- 
tives, For instance, when an oath is to be made 
in a Hindu law court, water is taken from the Hoogl! 
(Ganges) and the affirmation is made just as a Chris- 
tian would swear on the Bible. Hundreds of thou- 
sands of natives bathe in this river, it being part of 
their religion. 

The European quarter of the city is quite attrac- 
tive, the Government House being a classical build- 
ing, modeled after Kedleston Hall, the ancestral seat 
of the Curzons tn Ireland. It 1s, however, ill-adapted 
for the tropical climate. 

The American Consulate-General fs within a stone's 
throw of the Government House, and faces the Mai- 
dan, which is a vast park three miles long and two 
miles wide, and tRe salvation of Calcutta. The fa- 
mous HKengal Club is situated on Chowringhee, on 
one side of this Maidan, and is undoubtedly the best 
club in the Orient, it being better conducted than 
many American or European clubs. One can see polo, 
football, tennis, golf and all sorts of outdoor sports 
at any time in the Maidan, and the famous Calcutta 
racetrack is situated in the end opposite that to the 
American Consulate.

and India can be obtainea from the Consular Re- 
ports. But the balance is on the wrong side for us. 
We ship to them annually goods valued at rupees 
15,000,000, while we import from them a total valued 
at rupees 75,000,000. 

There are more than three hundred millions of peo- 
ple in India, roughly divided as to religion as fol- 
lows: Brahmins, 200,000,000; Mohammedans, 80,000,000; 
Parsis, 150,000; Jains, 2,000,000; Buddhists, 20,000,000; 
while the white population are, of course, Christians. 
The study of these religions, with their corollary, 
caste, is perhaps the most interesting of all the in- 
teresting things one encounters in India. 

It is remarkable that religions representing dia- 
metrically opposite beliefs live side by side in perfect 
harmony, with never any collisions. There its no 
proselytizing as in Christian countries. One of the 
wisest acts of the British Government has been never 
to interfere with the native religions, 

The Christian missionaries sent by the Americans 
to India have, in my opinion, done but very little 
good, and it is my belief that many of the methods 
pursued by them are wrong. I was told by those 
who are informed that in the last century since for- 
eign missionary societies were first established, over 
ninety millions of dollars have been sent to India 
from the United States alone. 

I read a statement by the Abbe Du Bols, a French 
missionary, who lived among the Hindus for 30 
vears, that in his opinion there have not been WO 
honest conversions to Christianity in all that time. 
The only Hindu who ever embraces Christianity is 
one who has lost caste among his own people by 
reason of some crime or heinous offense and who be- 
comes a Christian merely for the protection that it 
will give him and not because of any honest belief 
in its tenets. The Mohammedan or Brahmin who em- 
braces Christianity becomes immediately outcasted by 
his own people, his family and friends will never 
speak to him again, his property is confiscated or ad- 
ministered upon as if he were actually dead, and he 
thenceforth is lower than the lowest caste, or Pariah. 


AVOID SO-CALLED “CHRISTIAN” SERVANTS. 


In engaging a servant to travel with through 
India it is never wise to take one who recom- 
mends hinself as a Christian. It 1s almost cer- 
tain that he ts a thief or worse. The Moham- 
medan religion 1s at present making vastly 
ereater progress in India than the Christian, 
even though returned miussionaries enthusias- 
tically tell vou to the contrary. I do not hesi- 
tate to say that at least two-thirds the trouble 
our consuls in the Orient encounter is caused 
by over-zealous but wl-balanced missionaries. 
The caste system, which is developed itn India as 
nowhere else in the world, originated with the Rrah- 
mins and its actual beginning is lost in the remote 
It is believed that originally there were four 
the priests, the soldiers, the agriculturists 
merchants.

The customs and strange features of this system 
are inexplicable to the Occidental mind. For —!n- 
stance. a man of high caste can never touch food 
prepared by a man of lower caste, he being polluted 
thereby. Consequently, a high caste Brahmin priest 
must either cook his own food or have it prepared by 
ef his own caste, while those below him can eat 
it. bur the lower cannot prepare for the higher. In 
the Presidency Jail at Calcutta, where more than 
six hundred criminals were confined, I was told that 
the prison cooks were always selected from the high

caste Brahmins, so that all the prisoners could eat 
the food. 

It *% possible that some time, but hundreds of years 
hence, this caste system may be broken down. 
Even now there are within the memory of 
some of the English officials living in India changes 
to be observed. For instance, a number of years ago 
a waterworks system was installed in Calcutta. At 
first no Hindu would drink water taken from a 
faucet because it had been contaminated by the work 
of the white man; now, after about twenty-five years, 
they will draw water from the faucet and purify it 
by placing it in some of their peculiar utensils, or a 
leaf, or in the palm of the hand, and then drink it. 


A RELIGION OF EQUALITY SOUGHT. 


Buddha, who lived about six hundred years before 
Christ, established a religion which in many respects 
resembles the revolt of Protestantism from Catholi- 
cism in the Christian countries. He rebelled at the 
burden of the caste system of the Brahmins and 
undertook to found a religion in which there would 
be an equality. Buddhism of course, strongest in 
China and Japan; but Lahsa, the holy city of the 
Buddhists, is in Tibet, only about 280 miles north of 
Calcutta. This city bears to Buddhism the same rela- 
tion that Mecea does to Mohammedanism and Benares 
to the Brahmins. 

At the Consulate in Calcutta I met one day a most 
interesting character, a young man who was edu- 
cated at the monastery founded by Vivakanahnda. 
The latter was a Hindu of high caste and one of the 
most brillant men of his time. He unfortunately 
died about four vears ago at the age of 36, but was 
probably as we!l informed on Oriental religions as 
anyone ever has been. He established this monasterv 
for the purpose of educating Hindus-and he believed 
In the breaking down of the caste system. One of 
his disciples, this Calcutta Babu, told me of an in- 
story which bore upon the early life of

Christ. 
The Bible, I believe, is absolutely silent as to 


where Christ spent that part of his life between the 
ages of 14 and 30. It speaks of him as “going out 
into the wilderness” at the age of 14 and then reap- 
pearing and “preaching on the temple steps’’ at 30.

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very intelligent and highly educated class. In large 
cities one frequently sees the temples of the Parsis, in 
which is kept burning the holy fire brought with them 
from Persia centuries ago and which has never been 
allowed to be extinguished, but has been kept alive 
by their priests. 

These people are, most of them, very wealthy, and 
are the leaders in the business circles of India. In 
many respects they resemble in their characteristics 
the Hebrews of our country. They believe that earth, 
air, fire and water are symbols of the infinite or un- 
known and are therefore holy things. In talking to 
one of them he explained to me that they did not 
actually worship these elements, but they regarded 
them as symbolic, just as Christians do the bread 
and wine of their communion. 

One of their most peculiar customs {ts the disposi- 
tion of their dead. The corpse to them is a thing un- 
clean. To incinerate it, ag do the Brahmins, or bury 
it, as do the Mohammedans or Christians, or to cast 
it into the sea, would be to pollute a holy thing. 

They therefore expose the body upon what are known 
as the “Towers of Silence,” which are broad, low 
towers, fifty to sixty feet in diameter, the tops of 
which sink towards the center, where there is a 
grating draining off, perhaps, into the sea. When 
a Parsi dieg the body is placed on a ‘“‘Tower of Si- 
lence” and vultures, which are always hovering about 
ig the palm trees, immediately seize upon it, and in 
less than fifteen minutes nothing is left but the 
bones. These are swept down to the grating and the 
rains and sun gradually destroy them. 

There is no more grewsome sight in all India than 
to see these horrible vultures hovering over the 
“Towers of Silence” awaiting their next awful meal. 
I was told that if I were to kill a vulture my own 
life would not be worth 15 minutes’ time. 


THE PRACTICE OF INCINERATON. 


Next fo this, ptobably the most horrible sight is 
the burning “‘ghat.” The Hindus, as everyone knows, 
incinerate their dead, first washing the body in the 
holy water In the Ganges, then putting it upon the 
burning pyre, building it in with the logs of wood. 
One can drive about any large city of India et any 
time of the day or night and pass these burning 
ghats, which are only screened from the road by a 
six or eight foot wall, and see the refiection of the 
funeral fire upon the sky, and if he wishes he can 
obtain a card of admission and actually see the cere- 
mony. It Is, however, a sickening sight, the most 
horrible part of which is when the skull explodes 
by the formation of gases in the brain. 

The Jains are another interesting sect. They 
are closely allied with the Brahmins, but like the 
Buddhists, they do not belfeve in the taking of any 
life. They believe in reincarnation or transmigration, 
and should you kill a snake or a toad, it might be 
that you were murdering the reincarnated spirit of 
your grandmother. 

Passing through the streets one frequently sees a 
Jain stop and sprinkle a bit of powder along the 
gutter or pavement. Upon inquiry as to what he !s 
doing, you will find that it fg either rice or sugar 
with which he ts feeding some ants, believing that by 
prolonging their lives he is securing his own eternity. 
Sometimes they will wear a screen over their nostrils 
cr mouths so as to prevent the tnhalation of insects. 
You even se@ them brush off the chair on which they 
sit so as to be sure that no animal life ts there. 

I visited a Jain temple not far from Calcutta on 
invitation of the gentleman who bullt It, and found 
it a very magnificent bit of Oriental architecture, 
but on passf.g through the gates I was stopped by an 
attendant. -who told me to remove my shoes before 
entering she holy place. This I had to do and made 
my visit.in my stocking feet, leaving the shoes out- 
side. ° hey, being the skin of an animal, would pol- 
lute t #@ holy place. 

Mrch has been sald of the climate of India. but, 
tak ag it all im all, it is mo more trying, except on 
ch'idren, than that of America, especially if one is 
fr je to go to the mountains during the extreme hot 
v wather of March, April and May. After the mon- 
yoon breaks in June the weather is not unbearable 
and the temperature does not get as high as it does 
at home, although the humidity Is much greater. It 
is, however, always dangerous to go teto the tropical

It is exceedingly hard to get reliable information 
concerning the infectfOus and dread diseases of In- 
dia. which seems to be the home of certain horrible 
scourges like plague, Cholera, smallpox and leprosy. 
Buch scourges tin so thickly populated a country 
are, as pointed out by Malthus, a valuable economic 
agent, and serve to check the pressure of population 
upon the abllity of the land to sustain it. But one 
cannot but wish for some more humane way to ac- 
complish this result. 

The British are very reluctant to give out this 
information and although I made carnest efforts 
to get statistics the best I could do was as follows? 
An army officer showed me that according to their 
records in 1903 there were 6,053,821 dexths tn In- 
dia due directly to scourges; these were divided as 
follows: .Cholera, 312,854; smallpox, 08,693; plague, 
886,587; fevers, 4,459,237; dysentery, 273,459; snake 
bites and wild animals, 28,000. set 

And it was explained to me that a great number. 
reported as fevers were really cases of plague. It 
will be observed that from scourges alone the death 
rate is one in 580 of the entire population; the mortal- — 
ity in plague cases. is over 9 per cent, in cholera. 
cases it is about 78 per cent, and while the mortality 
as shown above is about one in fifty for the natives, 
it is about one tn thirty-four for Europeans, which 
disproves the fallacy that Europeans do not catch 
these diseases in India. ‘ 

Many earnest attempts have been made to discov- 
er an antitoxin for the plague, and one has been 
found which, if taken in time, I am told, is general- 
ly successful. It is made from the pepsin secreted in 
@ cow’s stomach and this serum is regarded by. all whe 
are capable of an intelligent opinion as the solution 
ef the problem. 


THE TROUBLES OF THE SCIENTISTS, 


But when the Brahmins learned that {t came from 
a cow, a holy animal,: they refused to use it. Twe 
hundred millions of the inhabitants were thus shut 
out. The scientists then used a pepsin from the stom- 
ach of a hog. But this animal is unclean to the 
80,000,000 Mohammedans in India, so they would not 
use it. 

Then experiments. were made with rice, and «a 
preparation is now made which gives fair results, but 
wholly unequal to those obtained by the pepsin men- 
tioned. We cannot understand this prejudice which 
exists so firmly in India, but ft is there and appar 
ently incapable of removal. Want of education and 
religious fanaticism undoubtedly explain it. ? 

Over 90 per cent of the Hindus are unable to read 
or write. At Jubblepore, about the geographical cen- 
ter of India, I heard a story illustrative of this ig- 
norant and stupid attitude. In 1908 the plague broke 
out there, and as it is well known that rats are the 
commonest means of spreading it, the army ftssued 
orders, to kill all rats. This was done and eventu- 
ally the scourge was suppressed. 

The following year the plague reappeared, but iIn- 
stead of a peremptory order there was merely a rec 
ommendation that the rats be killed. The natives 
said: “No, if we kill the rats they can’t carry off 
the plague. Give it the means to escape through the | 
rats and we will then not have it.” 

While the plague is undoubtedly a disease of filth - 
and due to unsanitary conditions, yet there is a vast 
number of deaths every year from ft among the white 
residents of India. In that country the white chil- 
dren cannot live. One white child eut of

The Chief Justice of Bengal, Sir Francis McLean, 
told me that his family could not live there, and 
that ever since his appointment he had been oom- 
pelled to keep his wife and children in England, he 
visiting them only at such times as he could 
vacations.

This naturally leads to the question as to what 
be the future of India, and what is ite good te Png 
land.

Judged by our standards, the native character is 
hard to comprehend. One may trust his money or 
other property, or even his life, to the Hindu and be 
absolutely protected.

NEW book: of peculiar interest to St. Louis- 
ans is the “Reminiscences of a Missionary 
Bishop,” by. Bishop Tuttle of this city. 
Kt. Rev. D. 8S. Tuttle, Episcopal Bishop of Mis- 
souri, and one of the widely known men of St. 
Louis, has now been a bishop almost thirty years. 
He was a member of the class of 1862 of the Gen- 
eral Theological Seminary, New York City. His 
first parish, taken on the advice of Bishop Potter, 
was that of Zion Church, Morris, Otsego County, 
New York, where he assisted a prostrated rector 
and received half of the latter’s salary of $900 a 
year. 
There was war in the land when Bishop Tuttle 
began his work; he has since become known as & 
“fighting bishop,” and for that reason his own 4e- 


scription of his first vestry is interesting: 

“Ten of them there were, and all earnest com- 
municants. They were evenly divided as Democrats 
and Republicans. Two ‘of the former were of the 
extreme ‘copperhead’ kind, one of the; latter had 
been for years an out-and-out abolitionist. I myself 
was a Republican, and in the early summer of 1861 
had been vigorously drilled in military tactics in a 
company of home guards, which met evenings in a 
room under the Fifth Avenue Hotel, New ‘York City, 
and in Madison Square; of which company I was 
chosen a Sergeant. 

“Now, I take it, whatever religious body wants to 
win its way among Americans, and has the faintest 
hope of ever becoming ‘the American Church,’ must 
take heedful care to observe two Americap watch- 
words—‘local sovereignty’ ané ‘no (taxation without 
representation,’ On issnes outlined by each of these 
watchworda the two mightiest wars of the nation 
have been waged. 

“The South failed, as I think it deserved to fail, in 
fighting for the former. In the logical estimate, sov- 
ereignty must. be national, not local. But in practi- 
eal everyday matters, and short of that ‘estimate,’ 
when the life of the nation comes distinctly into 
view, he greatly mistakes who judges otherwise than 
that Americans are intense believers in the preroga- 
tives of local sovereignty.”

Any expert traveler could have 
laughed at me more loudly than I laughed at some 
friends in after years. These said to me: ‘Well, if 
must be banished to those savage desert regions, 
are right glad that at any rate you can have your 
brothers-in-law and your old friend Mr. God- 
you.’

On May 1, 1867, Mr. Tuttle was consecrated Bish- 
op of Montana, in Trinity Chapel, New York City. 
On the morning of May 23, he separated from Mrs. 
Tuttle and their 8-months-old boy, George, for 16 
months, and faced the West. Here is an extract 
from a letter written to Mrs. Tuttle: 


STARTING AFTER INDIANS.

A VISIT WITH BRIGHAM YOUNG. 


On July 10, 1867, Bishop Tuttle wrote of a visit 
to Brigham Young:

“Well, we went on to Mr. Young’s, to his office. As

on his feet. He has a pleasant face and voice, is 
somewhat corpulent in person, is of medium height 
and has gray eyes, sandy whiskers and light brown 
hair, with only a few gray lines tn it here and 
there. Mr. Hussey said: ‘We were just coming in 
to pay our respects, President Young; Bishop Tuttle, 
President Young.’ ‘How d'ye do, Bishop Tuttle? 
said the president. As he called me bishop, I an- 
swered, ‘How d’ye do, President Young?’ 

“As we rose to cOme away and were shaking hands, 
Young said to George: ‘Mr. Foote, I want to say to 
you what I safd to the Catholic priest when he came 
here; if you hear rumors flying about touching me or 
this people, come right here to me with them and I 
will always set things right. That's the best way.’ 

‘We were most civilly and courteously treated in 
this call, but I was not asked to call again. In 
voice and conversation and manner Mr. Young seemed 
pleasant and courteous And far less coarse than when 
he is speaking in public. I did not detect any 
violation of grammar or of good sense or of good 
taste on his part during our call. He is so powerful

Previous to the commission form it cost the City 
Government Club $1200 for a campaign in which 


they lost the Mavor and barely secured a majority 


in the Council. In the five years of commission 
government, campaign expenses have averaged $350 
for each election—not for each commissioner—and, 
although there has always been an opposition ticket, 
the City Government Club has never lost a man. 

In addition to its work in bringing Galveston out 
of financial chaos, the commission haé accomplished 
wonders in bringing about better sanitary and moral 
conditions. Gambling and vice have been curbed, 
the sewage system greatly increased and pecs 
and the death rate brought down. 

Galveston’s tax rate is now $1.72, which fs per- ~ 
haps the lowest of any city of simflar size in pe

In addition to inducing a higher class of men 
to stand offices, the commission form in 
Galveston has resulted in a much larger vote. It 
ia believed that the same result would follow in 
St. Louis, only on even a larger scale. 

When the citizen. realizes that his vote is going 
to be counted as he casts it, and that the men he 
helps elect are going to take up the matter of the 
city’s proper government in the same manner they 
would care for their own affairs or that of any 
business corporation by which they are employed, 
he feels greatly eticouraged concerning his right of 
This latter theory is the one on which 
the commission form of government really rest«— 
that the commissioners are employed to look ‘after 
the city’s interests just as they would look aficr 
the affairs of a bank or any other business of which 
they were placed in control.

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Fourth street between Pine and Chestnut streets, 
was delayed for two weeks because of shortage 
in the supply of’ steel for the $1,750,000 17-story 
structure. 

At the northwest corner of Eighth and Pine 
streets the noise is like a babble of steam pecker- 
woods with steel bills, only the hammering is done 
on something new and vital instead of dead things 
of the past. That building is to be called the 
Wright Building, not the Augusta, and it will be 
virtually 19 stories and will cost more than $750,- 
000 complete: It is to be finished by May 1, 1907. 
The steel work is almost all up. Steel construc- 
tion is now under.way on the first s'ories of the 
half-block 16-story department -store and office 
building at Olive, Locust and Tentlr streets, Com- 
pletion is expected by June 1, 1907. 

The Marquette Hotel, southeast ‘corner Eigh- 
teenth street and Washington avenue, is now up 
ten stories—ijts full height—in steel, and when 
completed will represent a cost of $750,000. The 
Brown Shoe Co,’s new’ six-story factory at the 
northwest corner of Seventeenth street and Lucas 





avenue has just been completed and occypied. By’ 


Excavation is well under way, on the site of the 
mammoth building for Butler Brothers, to occupy 
the full block at Seventeenth, Eighteenth, Olive 
and Locust streets. This’ will be the largest mer- 
cantile building in the United States; its height 
will be nine stories. 

Ground is being cleared for the new Ely & 
Walker Dry Goods Co.’s new double wholesale 
building, to face on Washington ayenue, Locust 
street and St. Charles street, and to run between 
Sixteenth street and Robbins lane. The building 
will be about ten stories high; final estimation 
of the cost has not been made. Another shoe house 


will put up a nine-story building at Fifteepth™ 


sche and Washington avenue. The first of the 
vier 
completed was the N. 0. Nelson plant at Ninth 
and Chestnut streets. The Grand Leader retail dry 
goods store, of course, had the best of the start 
in the genera] building race, and is now open. 
Other skyscrapers which entered in the big sky- 
Scraper race, but which failed to start, according 
to reports of plans for other new buildings, will 
finally start in a bigger race than that now under

No definite time has been set for starfing work 
on the Cella Building, at Seventh and Market 
streets; neither is it decided just when the Mil 
tenberger Building wilt be started on the corner of 
Broadway and Sj. Charles street. Both of these 
buildings will! be 14 stories and each will cost 
about $850,000. 

The office space in the skyscrapers which started 
in the present race and those entered, to start 
Mer will aggregate more than two million and 
hundred thousand square feet. The floor space 
Mthe big structure at Eighteenth and Olive 
streets will measure several times that of any 
other wholesale building in the city. When the 
wholesale buildings projected and for which ground 
is being cleared, and those under cons‘ruction, are 
all completed, Washington avenue will be almost 
solidly: built with mammoth structures from the 
Mississippi River to Eighteenth street.
